UNION SCHOOLS. 


There has been no increase in the number of Union 
Schools, but there are grounds for believing that, during the 
coming year, such schools will be opened at Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat and Edmonton. 

Entrance examinations were held from 28rd to 26th

“ WHEREAS such practice is contrary to the provisions of 
subsection 3 of clause 5 of the amendments to the School 
Regulations ; 

“Therefore be it resolved, That the Secretary be instructed 
to issue a circular, in time for the next entrance examina- 
tion, making the meaning of the regulation on the subject 
clearly known to all the Principals of Union Schools.” 


TEACHERS EXAMINATION. 


The annual examination of candidates for Teachers’ 
certificates began on the 7th and closed on the 13th July 

Examinations were held at the following centres, viz. : 
Moosomin, Saltcoats, Carnduft, Wolseley, Fort Qu’ Appelle, 
Regina, Moose Jaw, Lethbridge, Caleayy, Edmonton and 
Prince Albert. 

In all, 126 candidates presented ibdinsely es for examina- 
tion. Of these 13 wrote for first class, 53 for second, and 
60 for third class certificates.

AGRICULTURE. 


At the suggestion of Your Honor, and realizing with you 
the great importance of assigning to agriculture the promin- 
ence it should justly have in this country, the Board made 
this subject an optional bonus subject, not only in the 
curriculum for Teachers’ examinations, but in the subjects 
of examination for entrance to the High School branch of 
Union Schools, and also assigned it a place in Standard LV 
of the programme of studies for all schools. 

To show how the action of the Board was appreciated, it 
may be mentioned that, of the 115 pupils who wrote at the 
entrance examination, 96 took the subject, and in the 
Teachers’ examination, 111 out of 126 candidates took it. 


TEMPERANCE. 


The North-West Branch of the Dominion Temperance 
Alliance having memorialized the Board on the question, the 
following resolution was passed at the meeting held in July:

“That, in reply to the memorial from the North-West 
Branch of the Dominion Alliance, asking the Board to place 
on the list of text. books, for use in the schools ef the Terri- 
sories, a manual of temperance, showing the effect of 
alcohol on the physical system of man, and also asking that 
the teachers in the Territories be required to pass an 
examination on the subject of temperance before obtaining 
certificates ; 


“The Secretary be directed to state that the subject is 
already dealt with in the programme of studies for the 
Schools of the Territories, under the. heads of “ Physiology 
wd Hygiene,” and “ Bihies? - and that the Board does not 
see its way to comply with the request contained in the 
memorial with regard to teachers, as this would add to the 
curriculum of subjects at present required of our teachers 
at the annual examination.’ 


“As the subject, however, may not be treated with sufh- 
cient fulness in the books heretofore authorized, the Board 
now places on the list of books, recommended for the use of 
teachers, the following text book, namely, “ The Temperance 
Teachings of Science,” by A. B. Palmer, M.D., LL.D., of the 
University of Michigan, published by J. & A. McMillan, St, 
John, N.B.” 


AMENDMENTS TO SCHOOL ORDINANCE. 


The Board would suggest that the following amendments 


be made to the School Ordinance : 


(a) To substitute the words ‘ ‘February ” and “ Auoust ” 
inthe second line of section 5, instead of the words “Janu- 
ary ” and “ July.” 


Having found from experience that there is comparatively 
little business for the Board at the July meeting, while it 
has always been found necessary to hold a meeting after- 

wards to receive the report of the Board of Examiners, of 
the results ‘of the annual examination of teachers, and to 
prepare the annual report, the Board proposes to avoid, if 
possible, holding extra meetings by changing the dates. as 
SE above.

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KINDERGARTEN SYSTEM. 


(2) Add to subsection 6 of peevion 10: 

(a) To make regulations for the organization of classes 
for children between three and six years of age, to be 
known as kindergarten classes, and to provide for the 
training and licensing of teachers for such classes. 


Add to subsection 2 of section 90, as subdivision 
(c) Aid shall be paid to the teachers of kindergarten 
classes on the basis of their public school certificates, 


The Board has been asked to provide for kindergarten 
classes being conducted in several schools, and while recog- 
nizing the ‘importance of making such provision for,very 
young children, does not feel at liberty to accede to the 
request without further legislation. It therefore submits. 
the foregoing amendments ‘for incorporation in the School 
Ordinance. 


(3) The third amendment is to correct what seems to be 
a clerical error, and is embodied in the following resolution : 
“That the attention of the Assembly be called to the first 
three lines of subsection 3 of section 112, which purports to 
give notice, to all parties appealed against, in the same 
manner as is provided for giving notice on a complaint to 
the Court of Revision, while no such notice is required to 
the said Court of Revision.” 


REGULATIONS RE EXAMINATIONS. 


The amendments to the regulations of the Board having 
reference to examinations, adopted last year, have given, as 
a rule, general satisfaction. In the light, however, of a 
year’s experience, it has appeared desirable so to re- arrange 
and consolidate them, that all chance of misapprehension 
may be removed. 


To achieve this object they are now issued as follows: 
GENERAL RULES. 


1. The necessary papers shall be sent by the Secretary of 
the Board of Education, by registered letter, to the officer 
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Fee at the examination, under seal, so as to be received 
y him in time for the examination. 


2. All examinations shall be held in the most convenient 
school house, to be selected by the Inspector, who shall 
make all suitable arrangements for holding the examina- 
tion. It shall be obligatory on the Trustees of any School 
District, upon application of the Inspector, to place the 
school house, or suitable room in it, at his disposal, for the 
purpose of holding examinations therein. 


&. Upon the exsmination day, the candidates being all 
seated, in their places, the presiding officer shall break the 
weal of the packet containing the questions in the presence 
of the candidates, and shall proceed to deliver a proper copy 
of the questions to each candidate. Blank paper for an- 
swering the questions shall be furnished to each candidate 
by the presiding officer. No book or means of reference, 

whatever, shall be allowed to be within the reach of any 
_ eandidate; and any candidate availing himself of any 
means of reference, by whatever way obtained, or having 
eommunication, during the hours of examination, with any 
one, except the officer in charge of the examination, will 
wot be allowed to continue his examination. 


4 Any such ease shall be reported by the presiding 
officer to the Board of Education. 


5. The presiding officer shall not leave the examination 
room during the hours of examination. 


6. If any candidate desires to leave the examination 
room, he must be requested to deliver up to the presiding 
officer the paper at which he was working before he leaves, 
and be told at the same time that he will not be allowed to 
resume the examination upon the subject of that particular 
paper which he had then given up. 


4. One set of questions upon one subject only will be 
permitted to a candidate at one time, specified in the time 
fable furnished by the Board of Examiners. 


§ 


§. At the close of the examination, the presiding officer 
shall collect the examination papers of the candidates, and 
forward them, together with a report of any special circum- 
stances that may have arisen during the examination, 
under seal, to the Secretary of the Board of Education. 


RULES TO BE OBSERVED BY CANDIBATES., 


9. Each candidate shall, upon the first day of the exami- 
nation, hand to the presiding officer a slip of paper ° 
containing the following information : 


(1) Age on last birthday ; 


(2) Kind of certificate last held (if any) and where ob 
tained ; 


(5) Name of Normal School (if any) where trained ; 
(4) Length of experience in teaching ; 


(5) Name and address of person signing certificate of 
moral character ; 


(6) Candidate’s name in full; 
(7) Candidate’s post office address. 


iG. Candidates shall be in their places punctually at the 
appointed time, and shall, when the order te stop writing is 
given, obey it immediately. No candidate shall be permit- 
ted to make any alterations in his answers, after they are 
once handed in, or put in supplementary answers, and no 
extra time shall be given those who arrive late. 


ii. Candidates, in preparing their answers, shali write 
on one side only of each sheet, placing the number of each 
page at the top, in the right hand corner. Having written 
his name at the bottom of each page, and having arranged 
his answer papers in the order of the questions, each candi- 
date shall fold his papers once across, from the bottom 
upwards, and write on the outside, on separate lines: 


(1) The name of the place of examination ; 
(2) His name ; 
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(3) The class of certificate for which he is a candidate ; 
and, 
(4)-The name of the subject. 


12. In the event of a candidate copying from another, 
or allowing another to copy from him, or taking into the 
room, in which the examination is held, anything from 
which he can derive assistance in the examination, it shall 
be the duty of the presiding officer, if he obtains clear 
evidence of the fact, at the time of its occurrence, to cause 
such candidate at once to leave the room; neither shall 
such candidate be permitted to enter during the remaining 
part of the examination, and his name shall be struck off 
the list of candidates. If, however, the evidence of such 
copying be not clear at the time, or if it be obtained after 
the conclusion of the examination, the presiding officer must 
report the case to the Board of Education. 


TEACHERS ANNUAL EXAMINATION. 


13. The annual examination of candidates for certificates 
shall commence on the first Tuesday of July in each year, 
at such places as may be decided upon. by-the School 
Inspectors, of which due notice shall be given by them. 


14. Two months’ notice of their intention to attend the 
examination shall be given by candidates to the Inspector 
of Schools for the District in which they intend to be 
present for examination, and a fee of Two dollars shall be 
sent with such application. 


15. One month’s notice of the number of candidates for 
each grade of certificate who purpose attending the exaini- 
nation shall be given by the Inspectors to the Secretary of 
the Board of Education. The fees received shall be 
forwarded with, such notification, and the Secretary shall 
account therefor. 


16. No male under seventeen years of age, nor female 
under fifteen, shall be allowed to write at the examination.

ENTRANCE EXAMINATION TO UNION SCHOOLS. 


22. The regular entrance examination for pupils to the 
High School branch of Union Schools shall be held an-’ 
nually, before the close of the first Term, and shall be 
conducted by the Head Teacher or Principal of the School, 
unless otherwise directed. The general rules for conducting 
teachers’ examinations, both with respect to presiding 
officers and candidates, shall apply, as far as applicable, to 
entrance examinations. 


4. Examination papers shall be set on the several sub- 
jects, as prescrided in Standard IV of the programme of 
studies for Protestant Schools, and in the Intermediate 
course of studies for Roman Catholic Schools. 


#4. For the purposes of examination the subjects shall 
be grouped as follows:— 


Group I—Geography and History. 


II.—Composition, Grammar and Literature.

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Group III.—Arithmetiec and Book-keeping.

#3. In order to pass the examination, a candidate must 
obtain twenty per cent of the marks attached to each of the 
subjects of examination; thirty-five per cent of the marks 
attached to each group of subjects; and fifty per cent of the 
total number of marks. 

#6. Pupils who come into the District after the regular 
examination has been held, and whoare thought to be quali- 
fied for admission, may be placed by the Principal in the 
High School Branch until the ensuing Entrance Examina- 
tion, when they shall be required to pass such examina- 
tion. 


#%. Teachers holding all classes of certificates, except! pro- 
visional, shall be eligable for admission to the High School. 


#8. Subjects of examination for Entrance Examination. 


eading—To be able to read any selection from the 
Fourth Reader intelligibly and expressively. 


Lictation—To be able to write correctly, any passage se- 
lected from the Fourth Reader.

Grammar—To have a knowledge of the parts of speech 
and their inflections, the construction of sentences and the 
correction of grammatical errors; easy exercises in analysis 
and parsing. 


Geography—tTo have a general knowledge of the map of 
the World, with Canada particularly, and general geography. 
Map drawing. 
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History—<To be fatniliex- with the principal events in Can- 
adian History. 


Interature—To be familiar with the selections prescribed 
for study fiom the Fourth Reader. 


Book-keepong—To have an elementary knowledge of 
Book-keeping, and to be familiar with the chief commercial 
forms and terms. 


Prawing—To have a knowledge of Freehand Drawing, 
and to be familiar with the drawing books. 


Agriculture—To be acquainted with the subject as far as 
Chapter VII in the authorized text book. 


N.B.—“ Agriculture” and “ Drawing” shall be optional 
“bonus” subjects for candidates at the entrance exami- 
nation. 

NORMAL TRAINING. 


The action taken last year by the Board with reference 
to Normal training, although tentative in its character, was 
attended with such results in Eastern Assiniboia as to 
warrant more decided action. 


The Board has, therefore, decided that, for the future, all 
persons who hold non-professional certificates, and desire to 
teach school in the Inspectoral Districts of Eastern and 
Western Assiniboia, must receive adequate Normal training, 
either at Moosomin or Regina. 


The Board earnestly desires to extend similar advantages 
to all other Inspectorates under its jurisdiction, but the 
schools in these inspectorates are so few and so widely 
scattered, that the same course is out of the question. 


To meet the difficulty, the Board would respectfully 
submit a proposition made by it to the authorities at 
Ottawa, in January, 1888, in the following terms, namely : 


“That in the opinion of this Board it is necessary to 
make provision for the instruction and training of Teachers 
for our Public schools in the Science and Art of Teaching; 
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“That the Board feels that the appointment of a Normal 
School Principal, whose duty it would be to hold Normal 
School Sessions in different parts of the country, would 
have the best possible results in increasing the efficiency of 
teachers and stimulating education.” 


Therefore resolved— 


“That His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor be requested 
to urge upon the Dominion Government the advisability of 
granting the sum of five thousand dollars for the next 
financial year for Normal School purposes.” 


In the event of this suggestion receiving the approval of 
Your Honor and being adopted, the Board would further 
suggest that it be empowered to secure the services of a 
competent person to fill the position of Normal School 
Instructor, and also to make provision for the holding of 
Normal Sessions at Lethbridge, Calgary, Edmonton and 
Prince Albert, and at such other places as may, from time 
to time, appear to require them. 


UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS. 


In order to meet the wishes of several persons, whose 
wishes in this respect were made known to the Board. the 
following resolution was adopted at the meeting held in 
July, namely : 


“THat WHEREAS no University has, as yet, been estab- 
lished in the North-West Territories; and 


“WHEREAS it has been represented to the Board of 
Education. that several persons, at present engaged in pro- 
fessional work which necessitates their continuous residence 
in the Territories, are now pursuing courses of study 
preparatory to writing at the examinations of one or other 
of the Universities in the Dominion; and 


“ WHEREAS the distances to be travelled, the accompany- 
Ing expenses, and the loss of time, which, in some instances, 
would involve the resignation of their present positions, 
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debar many from attending such examinations in the Kast, 
who would otherwise be desirous of doing so; and 


“WHEREAS arrangements have already been made for 
holding the Civil Service and other examinations at various 
points ~ in the Territories, which have been carried on with 
most satisfactory results ; and 


“ WHEREAS no provisions have yet been made for Uni- 
versity examinations being conducted in the Territories ; 
and 


“ WHEREAS the Board of Education is of opinion that the 
time has now arrived when such examinations might be 
held in the Territories, to the advantage, not only of the 
Universities, but of many of the residents in the North- 


West ; 


“Therefore, the Board of Education for the North-West 
Territories respectfully requests the Faculties of the several 
Universities in the Dominion to make such arrangements as 
may be necessary for holding University examinations at 
one or more of the most important centres in the Terri- 
tories.” 

Replies have been received from the Registrars of several 
of the Universities in the East, acknowledging the request 
and promising early attention to it. 


DOMINION TEXT BOOK ON CANADIAN HISTORY. 


The Board, having had correspondence with the Commit- 
tee, recently appointed for the purpose of adopting a text 
book on Canadian History, for use in schools throughout 
the Dominion, and having been asked to nominate a repre- 
sentative from the Territories to be a member of such 
Committee, has asked Mr. Charles Mair, of Prince Albert 
to accept this position. It is one to which no remuneration 
is attached. 


FEES. 


In accordance with the amendments to the Regulations 
adopted last year, fees, amounting to about two hundred 
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and fifty dollars, were received from candidates at the 
recent examination of teachers. This sum has been paid 
into the General Revenue Fund of the Territories. 


STATISTICAL TABLES. 


The statistical tables, prepared by the Secretary, and 
appended to this report, furnish interesting and useful 
information with respect to the working of our educational 
system in the schools throughout the Territories.

At the close of the quarter ended 30th June last, we had 
213 schools in operation, with 246 teachers and 5,834 pupils, 
which shows an increase of 18 schools, 22 teachers and 436 
pupils, when compared with the returns for the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year. 


CONCLUSION. 


In view of the likelihood of changes being made in the 
administration of the funds appropriated for school pur- 
poses, the Board desires to record its conviction that the 
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present highly satisfactory condition of the public schools 
throughout the Territories is due to the exceptionally liberal 
support they have hitherto received from the Dominion 
Treasury. It cannot, therefore, close this report without 
expressing its fervent hope that there may be, as far as 
possible, no change in a policy which has effected such 
happy results.

YEARLY SCHOOLS. 


REGINA, 38rd June, 1891, 


To the chairman and members of the Bourd of Education 


for the North-West Territorves. 
GENTLEMEN,— 


I have the honor to state that with a few exceptions I 


have visited the schools in the ingpectorate of Western 
P 


Assiniboia. In my endeavor to visit summer schools and 
all-year schools at Jeast once in each half year, time failed: 
me. A few all-year schools have been omitted. Several 
half-year schools will be visited twice. 


The country districts being far apart, I could not overtake 


two in one day; hence the whole day was spent in each 


school, examining, teaching, advising with and directing 
the teacher in matters of discipline and methods of teaching, 


With a very few exceptions the schools I visited are in a 
progressive condition, yet the progress is not as much as 
could reasonably be expected, from the smal] number in each 
school. 


. Some teachers are not sufficientiy mature in years either 
to assume the guidance of children or to estimate properly 
the position they holdin society In one-case the trustees 
thought it wise tolet the teacher go at the end of a month 
being altogether too boyish to control the scholars. Yet he 
obtained a third class certificate in 1890 and intended 
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writing for a second class this summer. I have observed 
many indications of lack of scholarship on the part of 
teachers who hold even a second class certificate. These 
indications are especially marked in English and mathe- 
matics. The inference is evident. The time has come for 
a higher standard of attainment. If young persons of the 
tender age of 18, 14 or 15 years can cope successfully with 
an examination for third class certificates it is plain the 
standard for such examination is not sufficiently high. 


The most urgent necessity, however, is for professional 
training. The lack of such training becomes most apparent 
in misdirected efforts on the part of the teacher, in failure © 
to make the best use of his time, in the total absence of a 
plan of teaching. These untrained teachers are generally 
solicited for young children, just where they can do the 
least good, and the most harm. May I be permitted to 
make the following suggestions :— 


1. That the subjects for second class certiticates be 
divided into two groups and those for first class into three, 
the teacher being allowed to pass one or more of these 
groups in the same year and review his diploma when all 
are passed. In consideration of this advantage a very 
much higher standard of attainments could reasonably be 
exacted. 


2. That professional training be made necessary for all 
who have not previously been taught, those who are 
teaching or.who have taught being allowed to get profes- 
sional certificates as at present. 


3. That for the present year there be two Normal 
sessions, each ten weeks long. A teacher may be successful 
in obtaining a professional certificate at the close of either 
term by passing a written examination and teaching several 
approved lessons before coinpetent judges. 


In some districts the attendance is not creditable and the 
amount of benefit derived is not commensurate with the 
support given. Permit me to suggest that government aid 
be made to depend on (a) the grade of certificate, (0) the 
teacher’s professional training, (¢) the school building and 
its equipment, (d) the average attendance of pupils, (e) the

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quality and amount of work done in the schools. But here 
{ must forbear. I am trespassing on the province of your 
most excellent Secretary.

DEAR Sir,—I have the honor to report as follows upon 


‘the general state of education in my inspectorate. 


In view of the very liberal aid granted to schools 
throughout the Territories I shall endeavor to show through 
my report that the money thus expended has been appreci- 
ated by the people. One evidence of this is to be seen in 
the character of the school buildings and the furnishing of 
the same. “ Maple Grove,” “ The Bow,” “ Yorkton,” “ White- 
wood ” and “ Cotham” have excellent stone buildings, and 
nearly all the remaining 82 have good substantial frame 
buildings well finished and furnished. 


Only 8 of the organized districts are without freehold 
school buildings. I experienced scme difficulty at times in 
getting the trustees to see the necessity of providing suffici- 
ent blackboard, their ideas and mine being widely different 
upon the subject; but by continually and persistently drawing 
attention to it and to the requirements of the regulations on 
the subject, ] have sueceeded with a very few exceptions in 
securing the desired accommodation without which no really 
live teacher can make progress. 


The earlier schools were through a wise provision of the 
Board supplied with maps, globes, desks and charts, and 
those schools organized more recently and which were 





been necessarily on a very limited scale. 
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unable to avail themselves of this provision, have in nearly 
all cases furnished the articles above mentioned. 


A great improvement is anitest in the teaching power 
or the ability to teach of the teachers employed. Much, 
however, remains to be done in this direction. Experience 
unless well directed is of little avail, and may simply result 
in the confirmation of bad methods and management. The 
interchange of ideas at teachers’ conventions, and on the 
occasion of visiting each others schools is, and has been 
productive of good results. I have endeavored to assist the 
younger teachers by giving examples of teaching and by 


correcting manifest errors in management ; but this has 
4 


Tho introduction of the training schools at Regina and 
Moosomin will, I trust, prove a step in the right direction, 
and while not being the best of their kind will, without 
doubt, be conducted to the best of the ability of those in 
charge, and result in a more uniform method of teaching on 


the most approved psychological basis. 


I cannot conclude my report without a reference to for- 
eign schools. Icelandic, German, Swedish and Hungarian’ 
in all of which English alone is taught and desired by the 
parents and pupils. 


Of those, the Icelandic as represented by Thingvalla 
Schoo! No. 108, have shown by far the greatest proficiency, 
although the German and Swedish schools have made fair 
progress. The Hungarian school on the contrary has so far 
been unsatisfactory, but the method adopted by the teacher 
is not one likely to produce good results. I consider the 
progress made in Thingvalla School phenomenal. The 
schoo! has only been open during six months of 1889-90-91 
and the various standards compare favorably with a school 
of Fnglish children. When we consider that English 1s not 
spoken by the parents, and that for six months of the year 
those children never hear a word of the English language, 
it must be admitted that the results are most gratifying. 
They Speak English well and understand the meaning of 
words and phrases in the lesson as well as could be expect- 
ed of their respective grades. — 
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I mention this particular case in order to show the good’ 

work that is being done here and I see no reason why 

similar results may not follow in the other foreign schools 
under a correct system of teaching.

GENTLEMEN,—In addition to the individual reports of 
schools in my inspectorate, I beg to submit generally and 
briefly, as follows :— 


1. Schools are in operation in all the districts, eight of 
these are yearly and the remainder summer schools. The 
rural districts in conformity with the spirit of the law are 
more generally adopting the summer school plan. This is 
favored by the more flexible regulation in respect of vaca- 
tions. The plan of giving oreater discretionary power to 
trustees is working well and generally appreciated. A good 
degree of interest is felt in education throughout the dis- 
trict and the schools generally are in a healthy state. 


2. The average qualification of teachers now in the service 
is high. The average time of service in the profession is 
over five years and with one exception, all changes that 
have occurred within the term, were from resignation of the 
teacher. 


3. Yet composed as our schools in many cases still are, of 
elements so various in point of previous opportunities, a nice 
discrimination is often necessary in order to credit a school or 
a teacher with his or her just dues in regard to results. 
Among the difficulties, perhaps peculiarly our own, encoun- 
tered by the conscientious teacher, are defects in reading 
gotten into through defective home teaching. Time will 
rectify these. 
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4. In new, or comparatively new schools, an estimate of 
progress made solely from the standpoint. of Examiner of - 
results, may be misleading as well as disheartening. We 
may claim enough of exactness in the science of our profes- 
sion to enable us to forecast, with some degree of precision, 
results from the way our methods adopt themselves to 
recognized education principles. 


The hope of our schools is in the teacher and the best 
che srs do not come of the class who wish every obstacle 
removed from the path of their entrance into the profession.

Probably no work on the subject of Education has pro- 
duced so much effect as the “Emile” of Rousseau. It 
appeared*in 1762, just one hundred years before the 
appointment of the Public School Commission, which may 
be regarded as a new departure in English Education. It 
rapidly made the tour of Europe and was translated into 
most European languages. It was regarded as the herald 
of anew age. About that time the accession of Frederick 
the Great, in 1740, had inaugurated an era in which 
philosophical theories of social regeneration were at last to 
be put into practice.

Iu the second century of the Christian era, the empire of Rome 
comprehended the fairest part of the earth, and the most civilized 
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portion of mankind. The frontiers of that extensive monarchy were 
guarded by ancient renown and disciplined valor. The gentle but 
powerful influence of laws aid manners had gradually cemented the 
union of the provinces. Their peaceful inbabita ts enjoyed and 
abused the advantages :f wealth ad luxury. The image of a free 
constitution was preserved with decent reverence : the Roman senate 
appeared to possess the sovereign autho ity, and dev lved on the 
Emperors all the executive powers of government. During a happy 
period. of more than fourscore years, the public administration was 
conductrd by the virtue and abilities of Nerva, Trajan, Hadrian, and 
the two Antonin:s 

The principal conquests of the Romans were achieved under the 
republic, and the emperors for the most part were satistied with 
preserving those d:minions which had been acquired by the policy of 
the senate, the active emulation of the consuls, and the martial 
enthusiasm of the people. The seven first centuries were filled with a 
-Tapid succession of triumphs, but it was reserved for Augustus to 
relinquish the ambitious design of subduing the whole earth, and to 
introduce a spirit of moderation into the public councils. Inclined to 
peace by his temper and situation it was easy for him to discover that 
Rome, in her present exalted situa’ion, had much less to hope than to 
fear from the chance of arms, and that in the prosecution of remote 
wars the undertaking became every day more diflicult, the event more 
doubtful, and the possession more precarious and less beneficial 
_ Tle experience of Augustus added weight to these salutary reflections 
and effectually convinced him that by the prudent vigor of his counsels 
it would be easy to secure every concession which the safety or the 
dignity of Rome might require from the most formidable barbarians. 
Instead of exposing his person aid h's legions to the arrows of the 
Parthians, he obtained, by an honorable treaty, the restitution of the 
standards and prisoners which had been taken in the defeat of Crassus. 
His generals, in the early part of his reign, attempted the reduction of 
Asthiopia and Arabia Felix. They marched near a thousand miles to 
the south of the tropic ; but the heat of the climate soon repelled the 
invaders and protected the unwarlike natives of those sequestered 
regions. The northern countries of Europe scarcely deserved the 
expense and lab r of conquest. Tie forests and morass-s of (sermany 
were filled with a hardy race of barbarians, who despised life when it 
was separated from freedom, and though, on the first attack, they 
seemed to yield to the weight of the Roman power, they soon, by a 
signal act of despair, regained their independence, and remined 
Augustus of the vicissitude of fortune. On the death of that Emperor, 
his testament was publicly read in the senate. He bequeathed, asa 
valuable legicy to his successors, the advice of confining the, empire 
within those limits which nature s-emed to have placed as its perman- 
ent bulwarks and boundaries: «n the west the Atlantic ocean, the 
Rhine and Danube on the north, the Euphrates on the east, and 
towards the south, the sandy deserts of Arabia and Atrica.
